As a result of the talks I have had 
vith these visitors I have come to 
the conclusion that the main trou- 
ble with respect to weeds in Al- 
herta, and, I imagine, in Saskat- 
ehewan as well, is that the govern- 
ments of the two provinces hesit- 
ate to go the full length in the 
«watter of weed eradication for the 
reason that public opiffon is not 
yet crystallized sufficiently on the 
subject. In other words There are 
too many farmer voters who don’t 
consider the matter important, for 
which reason the governments hes- 
itate to take drastic action in the 
fear that by doing so they would 
lose votes. Well, there is some- 
thing to be said on that score. One 
can hardly expect a government to 
cut its own head off with the elec- 
tors, At the same time I have a 
feeling that it would be more ad- 
mirable for a government to go 
down to defeat in a worthy cause 
than to remain in power by side- 
atepping the issue. The situation 
at the moment seems to be that we 
may expect no anti-weed action of 
4 decisive sort elther from govern 
ment or from a considerable num- 
ber of municipalities for the rea- 
sou that both the government and 
the municipal councillors hesitate 
to antagonize certain voters, ‘The 
situation is abominable and the 
only cure for it would seem to be 
education, And there ts no body 
more qualified to give that educa- 
than the U F A in Alberta 
and the United Farmers of Sask 
atchewan, Neither is there any 
subject upon which education is 
more necessary. If I were on the 
hoard of either of these two organt- 
zation, | would not rest until ed 
ucational campaigns were under 
way. 

One man who is keenly interest 
ed in this subject suggests that 
all inspectors sfiould be strangers 
in the districts in which they are 
to work and should be appointed 
to a new district each year.
